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PREFACE. 



It may be said that since the First of King Henry the 
Fifth, if not since the Heptarchy, " Bribery and Cor- 
ruption" have prevailed at Parliamentary Elections 
to a scandalous extent. 

The inquiries held after the general election of 1880 
disclosed so great a scandal and blot upon our system of 
political representation, that Mr. Gladstone's Govern- 
ment was compelled to take the matter up and 
endeavour to provide a remedy. His attempt at legis- 
lation on the subject in 1882 failed to receive the 
assent of Parliament, but the measure of that year 
was re-introduced under the auspices of the Attorney- 
General, Sir Henry James, on much the sames lines 
as the Bill of 1882, and has resulted in the passing of 
the Corrupt and Illegal Practices Prevention Act, 
1883 ; an Act so stringent that it is difficult to imagine 
that any one will in the future either bribe or be 
bribed, or be guilty of any of the corrupt practices for 
the suppression of which the Act was passed.

several editions have been issued, it is fitting that I 
should add to them a work on the Corrupt and Illegal 
Practices Prevention Act, 1883.

Corrupt Practices. 

What i$ treating. 

Sect. 1. Whereas under section four of the Corrupt 
Practices Prevention Act, 1854 (17 & 18 Yict. 
c. 102), persons other than candidates at Parlia- 
mentary elections are not liable to any punish- 
ment for treating, and it is expedient to make 
such persons liable ; be it therefore enacted in 
substitution for the said section four as follows : — 

(1.) Any person who corruptly by himself or by any 
other person, either before, during, or after an 
election, directly or indirectly gives or provides,

And every elector who corruptly accepts 
or takes any such meat, drink, entertainment 
or provision shall also be guilty of treating.

Sect. 2. Every person who shall directly or indirectly, 
by himself or by any other person on his behalf, 
make use of or threaten to make use of any force, 
violence, or restraint, or inflict or threaten to 
inflict, by himself or by any other person, any 
temporal or spiritual injury, damage, harm, or 
loss upon or against any person in order to induce

by this Act, and bribery, and personation, as 
defined by the enactments set forth in Part HE. 
of the Third Schedule to this Act (see pp. 10, 110), 
and aiding, abetting, counselling, and procuring 
the commission of the offence of personation, and 
every offence which is a corrupt practice within 
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the meaning of this Act shall be a corrupt practice 
within the meaning of the Parliamentary Election* 
Act, 1868 (31 & 82 Vict. c. 125),

the case may be, shall cause notice to be given to 
such person, and if he appears in pursuance of 
the notice, shall give him an opportunity of being 
heard by himself and of calling evidence in his 
defence to show why he should not be so re- 
ported.

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on conviction or by the report of any election 
court or election commissioners whether under 
this Act, or under Part IV. of the Municipal 
Corporations Act, 1882, 45 & 46 Vict. c.

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Nomination of election agent. 

Sect. 24. (1.) On or before the day of nomination at an 
election, a person shall be named by or on behalf 
of each candidate as his agent for such election 
(in this Act referred to as the election agent). 

(2.) A candidate may name himself as election 
agent, and thereupon shall, as far so circum- 
stances admit, be subject to the provisions of this- 
Act both as a candidate and as an election agent, 
and any reference in this Act to an election agent 
shall be construed to refer to the candidate acting 
in his capacity of election agent. 

(8.) On or before the day of nomination the 
name and address of the election agent of each 
candidate shall be declared in writing by the can- 
didate or some other person on his behalf to the 
returning officer, and the returning officer shall 
forthwith give public notice of the name and 
address of every election agent so declared. 

(4.) One election agent only shall be appointed 
for each candidate, but the appointment, whether 
the election agent appointed be the candidate 
himself or not, may be revoked, and in the event 
of such revocation or of his death, whether such 
event is before, during, or after the election, then 
forthwith another election agent shall be appointed, 
and his name and address declared in writing to 
the returning officer, who shall forthwith give 
public notice of the same. 

Nomination of deputy election agent as sub-agent. 

Sect. 25. (1.) In the case of the elections specified in 

that behalf in the First Schedule to this Act (see 

. p. 104, post) an election agent of a candidate 

may appoint the number of deputies therein 
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mentioned (which deputies are in this Act referred 
to as sub-agents), to act within different polling 
districts. 

Note. — The electors referred to in this sub-section are those for 
counties. 

Sect. 25. (2.) As regards matters in a polling district 
the election agent may act by the sub-agent for 
that district, and anything done for the purposes 
of this Act by or to the sub-agent in his district 
shall be deemed to be done by or to the election 
agent, and any act or default of a sub-agent 
which, if he were the election agent, would be an 
illegal practice or other offence against this Act, 
shall be an illegal practice and offence against 
this Act committed by the sub-agent, and the 
sub-agent shall be liable to punishment accord- 
ingly; and the candidate shall suffer the like 
incapacity as if the said act or default had been 
the act or default of the election agent. 

(8.) One clear day before the polling the 
election agent shall declare in writing the 
name and address of every sub-agent to the 
returning officer, and the returning officer shall 
forthwith give public notice of the name and 
address of every sub-agent so declared. 

(4.) The appointment of a sub-agent shall not 
be vacated by the election agent who appointed 
him ceasing to be an election agent, but may be 
revoked by the election agent for the time being 
of the candidate, and in the event of such revo- 
cation or of the death of a sub-agent another 
sub-agent may be appointed, and his name and 
address shall be forthwith declared in writing to 
the returning officer, who shall forthwith give 
public notice of the same. 
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Office of election agent and sub-agent 

Sect. 26. (1.) An election agent at an election for a 
county or borough shall have within the county 
or borough, or within any county of a city or 
town adjoining thereto, and a sub-agent shall 
have within his district, or within any county of 
a city or town adjoining thereto, an office or place 
to which all claims, notices, writs, summonses, 
and documents may be sent, and the address of 
such office or place shall be declared at the same 
time as the appointment of the said agent to the 
returning officer, and shall be stated in the public 
notice of the name of the agent. 

(2.) Any claim, writ, notice, summons, or 
document delivered at such office or place and 
addressed to the election agent or sub-agent, as 
the case may be, shall be deemed to have been 
served on him, and every such agent may in 
respect of any matter connected with the election 
in which he is acting be sued in any court having 
jurisdiction in the county or borough in which the 
said office or place is situate. 

Making of contracts through election agent. 

Sect. 27. (1.) The election agent of a candidate by 
himself or by his sub-agent shall appoint every 
polling agent, clerk, and messenger employed for 
payment on behalf of the candidate at an election, 
and hire every committee room hired on behalf of 
the candidate. 

(2.) A contract whereby any expenses are in- 
curred on account of or in respect of the conduct 
or management of an election shall not be enforce* 
able against a candidate at such election unless 

d2 
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made by the candidate himself or by his election 
agent, either by himself or by his sub-agent ; 
provided that the inability under this section to- 
enforce such contract against the candidate shall 
not relieve the candidate from the consequences- - 
of any corrupt or illegal practice having been com- 
mitted by his agent. 

Payment of expenses through election agent. 

Sect. 28 (1.) Except as permitted by or in pursuance- 
of this Act, no payment and no advance or deposit 
shall be made by a candidate at an election or by 
any agent on behalf of the candidate or by any 
other person at any time, whether before, during, 
or after such election, in respect of any expenses 
incurred on account of or in respect of the con- 
duct or management of such election, otherwise 
than by or through the election agent of the 
candidate, whether acting in person or by sub- 
agent; and all money provided by any person 
other than the candidate for any expenses incurred 
on account of or in respect of the conduct or 
management of the election, whether as gift, loan, 
advance, or deposit, shall be paid to the candidate 
or his election agent and not otherwise ; 

Provided that this section shall not be deemed 
to apply to a tender of security to or any pay- 
ment by the returning officer or to any sum dis- 
bursed by any person out of his own money for 
any small expense legally incurred by himself, if 
such sum is not repaid to him. 

(2.) A person who makes any payment, ad- 
vance, or deposit in contravention of this section,. 
or pays in contravention of this section any money 
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so provided as aforesaid, shall be guilty of an 

illegal practice.

Period for sending in claims and makiny payments for elec- 
tion expenses. 

Sect. 29. (1.) Every payment made by an election 
agent, whether by himself or a sab-agent, in 
respect of any expenses incurred on account of 
or in respect of the conduct or management of 
an election, shall, except where less than forty 
shillings, be vouched for by a bill stating the 
particulars and a receipt. 

(2.) Every claim against a candidate at an 
election or his election agent in respect of any 
expenses incurred on account of or in respect 
of the conduct or management of such elec- 
tion which is not sent in to the election agent 
within the time limited by this Act shall be 
barred and shall not be paid ; and, subject to such 
exception as may be allowed in pursuance of this 
Act, an election agent who pays a claim in con- 
travention of this enactment shall be guilty of an 
illegal practice.

(8.) Except as by this Act permitted, the time 
limited by this Act for sending in claims shall be 
fourteen days after the day on which the candi- 
dates returned are declared elected. 

(4.) All expenses incurred by or Oft behalf of a 
candidate at an election, which are incurred on 
account of or in respect of the conduct or manage- 
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ment of such election, shall be paid within the* 
time limited by this Act and not otherwise ; and, 
subject to such exception as may be allowed in 
pursuance of this Act, an election agent who 
makes a payment in contravention of this pro- 
vision shall be guilty of an illegal practice* 
Sect. 29. (5.) Except as by this Act permitted, the 
time limited by this Act for the payment of such 
expenses as aforesaid shall be twenty-eight days 
after the day on which the candidates returned 
are declared elected. 

(6.) Where the election court reports that it 
has been proved to such court by a candidate 
that any payment made by an election agent in 
contravention of this section was made without 
the sanction or connivance of such candidate, the 
election of such candidate shall not be void, nor 
shall he be subject to any incapacity under this 
Act by reason only of such payment having been 
made in contravention of this section.

(7.) If the election agent in the case of any 
claim sent in to him within the time limited by 
this Act disputes it, or refuses or fails to pay it 
within the said period of twenty-eight days, such 
claim shall be deemed to be a disputed claim. 

The claimant may, if he thinks fit, bring 
an action for a disputed claim in any competent 
court ; and any sum paid by the candidate or his 
agent in pursuance of the judgment or order of 
such court shall be deemed to be paid within the 
time limited by this Act, and to be an exception, 
from the provisions of this Act, requiring claims.

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Sect. 29. (9.) On cause shown to the satisfaction of

Sect. 80. If any action is brought in any competent 
court to recover a disputed claim against a can- 
didate at an election, or his election agent, in 
respect of any expenses incurred on account or 
in respect of the conduct or management of such 
election, and the defendant admits his liability, 
but disputes the amount of the claim, the said 
amount shall, unless the court, on the applica- 
cation of the plaintiff in the action, otherwise 
directs, be forthwith referred for taxation to the 
master, official referee, registrar, or other proper 
officer of the court, and the amount found due on 
such taxation shall be the amount to be recovered 
in such action in respect of such claim. 

Personal expenses of candidate and petty expenses. 

Sect. 81. (1.) The candidate at an election may pay 
any personal expenses incurred by him on account 
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of or in connexion with or incidental to such 
election to an amount not exceeding one hundred 
pounds, but any further personal expenses so 
incurred by him shall be paid by his election 
agent.

■"personal expenses," and sect. 29 (3), p. 37, as to the time limited for 
sending in claims. 

Sect. 81. (2.) The candidate shall send to the election 
agent within the time limited by this Act for 
sending in claims, a written statement of the 
amount of personal expenses paid aa aforesaid by 
such candidate. 

Any person may, if so authorized in 
writing by the election agent of the candidate, 
pay any necessary expenses for stationery, post- 
age, telegrams, and oth«r petty expenses to a 
total amount not exceeding that named in the 
authority, but any excess above the total amount 
so named shall be paid by the election agent. 

A statement of the particulars of pay- 
ments made by any person so authorized shall be 
sent to the election agent within the time limited 
by this Act for the sending in of claims, and 
shall be vouched for by a bill containing the 
receipt of that person. 

Remwieration of election agent and returning officer's

Sect. 82. (1.) So fax as circumstances admit, this Act 
shall apply to a claim for his remuneration by an 
election agent and to the payment thereof in Eke 
manner as if he were any other creditor, and if 
any difference arises respecting the amount of 
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such claim the claim shall be a disputed claim 
within the meaning of this Act, and be dealt with 
accordingly.

A statement of all payments made by the elec- 
tion agent, together with all the bills and 
receipts (which bills and receipts are in this 
Act included in the expression "return re- 
specting election expenses") ; 

(b.) A statement of the amount of personal expenses, 
if any, paid by the candidate ; 

(c.) A statement of the sums paid to the returning 
officer for his charges, or if the amount is in 
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dispute, of the sum claimed and the amount 
disputed ; 
Sect. 88 (1). (d.) A statement of all other disputed 
claims of which the election agent is aware ; 
(*.) A statement of all the unpaid claims, if any, of" 
which the election agent is aware, in respect 
of which the application has been or is about 
to be made to the High Court ; 
(/•) A statement of all money, securities, and equi- 
valent of money received by the election agent 
from, the candidate or any other person for the 
purpose of expenses incurred or to be incurred 
on account of or in respect of the conduct or 
management of the election, with a statement 
of the name of every person from whom the 
same may have been received. 
(2.) The return so transmitted to the returning 
officer shall be accompanied by a declaration 
made by the election agent before a justice of 
the peace in the form of the Second Schedule to- 
this Act (which declaration is in this Act referred 
to as a declaration respecting election expenses.)

The returning officer at an election 
within ten days after he receives from the election 
agent of a candidate a return respecting election 
expenses, shall publish a summary of the return 
in not less than two newspapers circulating in the 
county or borough for which the election was. 
held, accompanied by a notice of the time and 
place at which the return and declarations (in- 
cluding the accompanying documents) can be 
inspected, and may charge the candidate in respect 
oi such publication, and the amount of such 
charge shall be the sum allowed by the Parlia-

Sect. 40. (8.) This section shall apply in the case of an 
offence relating to the return and declarations 
respecting election expenses in like manner as if 
it were an illegal practice, and also shall apply 
notwithstanding- that the act constituting the 
alleged illegal practice amounted to a corrupt 
practice.

Withdrawal of election petition. 

Sect. 41. (1.) Before leave for the withdrawal of an 
election petition is granted, there shall be pro- 
duced affidavits by all the parties to the petition 
and their solicitors, and by the election agents of 
all of the said parties who were candidates at the 
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election, bat the High Court may on cause shown 
dispense with the affidavit of any particular person 
if it seems to the court on special grounds to be 
just so to do.

Sect. 41. (2.) Each affidavit shall state that, to the best 
of the deponent's knowledge and belief, no agree- 
ment or. terms of any kind whatsoever has or 
have been made, and no undertaking has been 
entered into, in relation to the withdrawal of the 
petition ; but if any lawful agreement has been 
made with respect to the withdrawal of the peti- 
tion, the affidavit shall set forth that agreement, 
and shall make the foregoing statement subject to 
what appears from the affidavit. 

(8.) The affidavits of the applicant and his 
solicitor shall further state the ground on which 
the petition is sought to be withdrawn. 

(4.) If any person makes any agreement or 
terms, or enters into any undertaking, in relation 
to the withdrawal of an election petition, and 
such agreement, terms, or undertaking is or are 
for the withdrawal of the election petition in con- 
sideration of any payment, or in consideration that 
the seat shall at any time be vacated, or in* con- 
sideration of the withdrawal of any other election 
petition, or is or are (whether lawful or unlawful) 
not mentioned in the aforesaid affidavits, he shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable on 
conviction on indictment to imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding twelve months, and to a fine 
not exceeding two hundred pounds. 

(5.) Copies of the said affidavits shall be 
delivered to the Director of public prosecutions a 
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reasonable time before the application for the* 
withdrawal is heard, and the court may hear the 
Director of public prosecutions or his assistant or 
other representative (appointed with the approval 
of the Attorney-General), in opposition to the 
allowance of the withdrawal of the petition, and 
shall have power to receive the evidence on oath 
of any person or persons whose evidence the 
Director of public prosecutions or his assistant, or 
other representative, may consider material. 
Sect. 41. (6.) Where in the opinion of the court the 
proposed withdrawal of a petition was the result 
of any agreement, terms, or undertaking prohi- 
bited by this section, the court shall have the same 
power with respect to the security as under section 
thirty-five of the Parliamentary Elections Act,. 
1868, where the withdrawal is induced by a 
corrupt consideration. 

(7.) In every case of the withdrawal of an 
election petition the court shall report to the 
Speaker whether, in the opinion of such court, 
the withdrawal of such petition was the result of 
any agreement, terms, or undertaking, or was in 
consideration of any payment, or in considera- 
tion that the seat should at any time be vacated, 
or in consideration of the withdrawal of any other 
election petition, or for any other consideration, 
and if so, shall state the circumstances attending 
the withdrawal. 

(8. Where more than one solicitor is concerned 
for the petitioner or respondent, whether as agent 
for another solicitor or otherwise, the affidavit 
shall be made by all such solicitors. 

(9.) Where a person not a solicitor is lawfully 
acting as agent in the case of an election petition* 
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that agent shall he deemed to he a solicitor for 

the purpose of making an affidavit in pursuance 

of this section.

Continuation of trial of election petition. 

Beet. 42. The trial of every election petition so far as 
is practicable, consistently with the interests of 
justice in respect of such trial, shall be continued 
de die in diem on every lawful day until its con- 
clusion, and in case the rota of judges for the 
year shall expire before the conclusion of the 
trial, or of all the proceedings in relation or inci- 
dental to the petition, the authority of the said 
judges shall continue for the purpose of the said 
trial and proceedings.

It shall also be the duty of such Director,, 
without any direction from the election court, if 
it appears to him that any person is able to give- 
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material evidence as to the subject of the trial, to 
cause such person to attend the trial, and with 
the leave of the conrt to examine such person as 
a witness. 
Sect. 48. (3.) It shall also be the duty of the said 
Director, without any direction from the election 
court, if it appears to him that any person who 
has not received a certificate of indemnity has 
been guilty of a corrupt or illegal practice, to 
prosecute such person for the offence before the 
said court, or if he thinks it expedient in the 
interests of justice before any other competent 
court. 

(4.) Where a person is prosecuted before an 
election court for any corrupt or illegal practice, 
and such person appears before the court, the 
court shall proceed to try him summarily for the 
said offence, and such person, if convieted thereof 
upon such trial, shall be subject to the same 
incapacities as he is rendered subject to under 
this Act upon conviction, whether on indictment 
or in any other proceeding for the said offence ; 
and further, may be adjudged by the court, if the 
offence is a corrupt practice, to be imprisoned, 
with or without hard labour, for a term not 
exceeding six months, or to pay a fine not ex- 
ceeding two hundred pounds, and if the offence is 
an illegal practice, to pay such fine as is fixed by 
this Act for the offence ; 

Provided that, in the case of a corrupt practice, 

the court, before proceeding to try summarily any 

person, shall give such person the option of being 

tried by a jury.

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Sect. 43. (5.) Where a person is so prosecuted for 
any such offence, and either he elects to be tried 
by a jury or he does not appear before the court, 
or the court thinks it in the interests of justice 
expedient that he should be tried before some 
other court, the court if of opinion that the 
evidence is sufficient to put the said person upon 
his trial for the offence, shall order such person 
to be prosecuted on indictment or before a court

Power to election court to order payment by county or borough 
or individual of costs of election petition. 

Sect. 44. (1.) Where upon the trial of an election 
petition respecting an election for a county or 
borough it appears to the election court that a 
corrupt practice has not been proved to have been 
committed in reference to such election by or with 
the knowledge and consent of the respondent to 
the petition, and that such respondent took all 
reasonable means to prevent corrupt practice 
being committed on his behalf, the court may 
make one or more orders with respect to the pay- 
ment either of the whole or such part of the costs 
of the petition as the court may think right as 
follows ; 

(a.) if it appears to the court that corrupt 
practices extensively prevailed in reference 
to the said election, the court may order the 
whole or part of the costs to be paid by the 
county or borough ; and

The rules and regulations of the Supreme 
Court of Judicature with respect to costs to.be 
allowed in actions, causes, and matters in the 
High Court shall in principle and so far as prac- 
ticable apply to the costs of petition and other 
proceedings under the Parliamentary Elections 
Act, 1868, and under this Act, and the taxing 
officer shall not allow any costs, charges, or ex- 
penses on a higher scale than would be allowed 
in any action, cause, or matter in the High Court 
on the higher scale, as between solicitor and client.

Illegal Payment, Employment, and Hiring. 

Providing of money for illegal practice or payment, to be- 
illegal payment. 

Sect. 18. Where a person knowingly provides money 
for any payment which is contrary to the pro- 
visions of this Act, or for any expenses incurred 
in excess of any maximum amount allowed by 
this Act, or for replacing any money expended in 
any such payment or expenses, except where the 
same may have been previously allowed in 
pursuance of this Act to be an exception, such 
person shall be guilty of illegal payment.

Employment of hackney carriages, or of carriages and horses 
kept for hire. 

Sect. 14. (1.) A person shall not let, lend, or employ 
for the purpose of the conveyance of electors to 
or from the poll, any public stage or hackney 
carriage, or any horse or other animal kept or 
used for drawing the same, or any carriage, 
horse, or other animal which he keeps or uses for 
the purpose of letting out for hire, and if he lets, 
lends, or employs such carriage, horse, or other 
animal, knowing that it is intended to be used 
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for the purpose of the conveyance of electors to* 
or from the poll, he shall he guilty of an illegal 
hiving. 
Sect. 14. (2.) A person shall not hire, borrow, or nse 
for the purpose of the conveyance of electors to 
or from the poll any carriage, horse, or other 
animal which he knows the owner thereof is 
prohibited by this section to let, lend, or employ 
for that purpose, and if he does so he shall be 
guilty of an illegal hiring. 

(8.) Nothing in this Act shall prevent a 
carriage, horse, or other animal being let to or 
hired, employed, or used by an elector, or several 
electors at their joint cost, for the purpose of 
being conveyed to or from the poll. 

(4.) No person shall be liable to pay any duty 
or to take out a license for any carriage by reason 
only of such carriage being used without payment 
or promise of payment for the conveyance of 
electors to or from the poll at an election. 

Corrupt withdrawal from a candidature. 

Sect. 15. Any person who corruptly induces or pro- 
cures any other person to withdraw from being a 
candidate at an election, in consideration of any 
payment or promise of payment, shall be guilty 
of illegal payment, and any person withdrawing, 
in pursuance of such inducement or procurement, 
shall also be guilty of illegal payment. 

Certain expenditure to be illegal payment. 

Sect. 16. (1.) No payment or contract for payment 
shall, for the purpose of promoting or procuring 
the election of a candidate at any election, be 
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made on account of bands of music, torches, 
flags, banners, cockades, ribbons, or other marks 
of distinction. 
Sect. 14. (2.) Subject to such exception as may be 
allowed in pursuance of this Act, if any payment 
or contract for payment is made in contra- 
vention of this section, either before, during,

Certain employment to be illegal. 

Sect. 17. (1.) No person shall, for the purpose of 
promoting or procuring the election of a can- 
didate at any election, be engaged or employed 
for payment or promise of payment for any 
purpose or in any capacity whatever, except for 
any purposes or capacities mentioned in the First 
or Second Parts of the first Schedule to this 
Act, or except so far as payment is authorized 
by the First or Second Parts of the First 
Schedule to this Act.

illegal employment if he knew that he was 
engaged or employed contrary to law. 

Name and addrm of printer on placards. 

Sect. 18. Every bill, placard, or poster having, 
reference to an election shall bear upon the 
face thereof the name and address of the printer 
and publisher thereof; and any person printing, 
publishing, or posting, or causing to be printed, 
published, or posted, any such bill, placard, or 
poster as aforesaid, which fails to bear upon the 
face thereof the name and address of the printer 
and publisher, shall, if he is the candidate, or the 
election agent of the candidate, be guilty of an 
illegal practice, and if he is not the candidate, or 
the election agent of a candidate, shall be liable 
on summary conviction to a fine not exceeding 
one hundred pounds.

Any premises where any intoxicating 
liquor is sold, or is supplied to members of a club, 
society, or association other than a permanent 
political club, or 

(c.) Any premises whereon refreshment of any 
kind, whether food or drink, is ordinarily sold 
for consumption on the premises, or 

(d.) The premises of any public elementary 
school in receipt of an annual parliamentary 
grant, or any part of any such premises, 

shall not be used as a committee room for the 
purpose of promoting or procuring the election 
of a candidate at an election, and if any person 
hires or uses any such premises or any part 
thereof for a committee room he shall be guilty 
of illegal hiring, and the person letting such 
premises or part, if he knew it was intended to 
use the same as a committee room, shall also be 
guilty of illegal hiring : 
Provided that nothing in this section shall apply to 
any part of such premises which is ordinarily let 
for the purpose of chambers or offices or the 
holding of public meetings or of arbitrations; if 
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such part has a separate entrance and no direct 
communication with any part of the premises on 
which any intoxicating liquor or refreshment is 
sold or supplied as aforesaid,

■ didate who is personally guilty of an offence of 
illegal payment, employment, or hiring shall be 
guilty of an illegal practice.

Illegal Practices. 

Certain expenditure to be UUgal practice. 

Sect. 7. (1.) No payment or contract for payment shall, 

for the purpose of promoting or procuring the 

election of a candidate at any election, be made— 

(a.) On account of the conveyance of electors to or 

from the poll, whether for the hiring of horses 

or carriages, or for railway fares, or otherwise ; 

or 

Note. — See sect. 48, post, p. 8, as to the conveyance of voters 

across the sea. 

Under the Elementary Education Act, 1870, sect. 91, any person who 
-at the election of any member of a school board, or any officer appointed 
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for the purpose of such election, is guilty of corrupt practices, is liable* 
on conviction to a penalty not exceeding £2 for each offence, and is dis- 
qualified for six years after such election from exercising any franchise- 
at any election under that Act, or at any municipal or parliamentary 
election. A question has arisen whether, since the passing of the 
Corrupt Practices Prevention Act, 1883, it has become an offence under 
sect. 91 of the Elementary Education Act, 1870, to make any payment 
in reBpect of the conveyance of voters at a school board election. 

It is to be noticed, however, that the Act of 1883 only makes the 
payment for the conveyance of voters at an election an illegal practice,, 
while sect. 91 of the Act of 1870 only refers to persons guilty of corrupt 
practices — corrupt practices being defined by the section to include "all 
bribery, treating, and undue influences/' which, under any Act relating^ 
to a parliamentary election, renders such election void. 

To an elector on account of the nse of any 
house, land, building, or premises for the 
exhibition of any address, hill, or notice, or on 
account of the exhibition of any address, bill,

or being a party to any such contract, knowing 
the same to be in contravention of this Act, 
'shall also be guilty of an illegal practice.

Subject, to such exception as may be 
allowed in pursuance of this Act, no sum shall 
be paid and no expense shall be incurred by a 
candidate at an election or his election agent,, 
whether before, during, or after an election, on 
account of or in respect of the . conduct or 
management of such election, in excess of any 
maximum amount in that behalf specified in the 
First Schedule to this Act. 

(2.) Any candidate or election agent who 
knowingly acts in contravention of this section 
shall be guilty of an illegal practice.

Voting by prohibited persons and publishing of false state- 
ments of withdrawal to be illegal. 
Sect. 9. (1.) If any person votes or induces or procures 
any person to vote at any election,' knowing that 
he or such person is prohibited, whether by this, 
or any other Act from voting at such election, 
he shall be guilty of an illegal practice. 

(2.) Any person who before or during an elec- 
tion knowingly publishes a false statement of the 
withdrawal of a candidate at such election for/ 

a 
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the purpose of promoting or procuring the elec- 
tion of another candidate shall be guilty of an 
illegal practice. 

Beet. 9. (8.) Provided that a candidate shall not be 
liable, nor shall his election be avoided, for any 
illegal practice under this section committed by 
his agent other than his election agent.

Sect. 10. A person guilty of an illegal practice,

made in an election petition of any corrupt prac-

o. 125), shall apply as if that sub-section were 
herein re-enacted with the substitution of illegal 
practice within the meaning of this Act for 
corrupt practice ; and upon the trial of an elec- 
tion petition respecting an election for a county or 
borough, the election court shall report in writing 
to the Speaker the particulars required by the 
said sub-section as herein re-enacted, and shall 
also report whether any candidate at such election 
has been guilty by his agents of any illegal 
practice within the meaning of this Act in 
reference to such election, and the following 
consequences shall ensue upon the report by the 
election court to the Speaker (that is to say) :

Trial in Central Criminal Court of indictment for corrupt 
practice at instance of Attorney- General. 

Where an indictment as defined by this Act 
for any offence under the Corrupt Practices Pre- 
vention Acts or this Act is instituted in the High 
Court or is removed into the High Court by 
.a writ of certiorari issued at the instance of the 
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Attorney-General, and the Attorney-General sug- 
gests on the part of the Crown that it is expedient 
for the purposes of justice that the indictment 
should be tried in the Central Criminal Court, or 
if a special jury is ordered, that it should be tried 
before a judge and jury at the Boyal Courts of 
Justice^ the High Court may, if it think fit, order 
that such indictment shall be so tried upon such 
terms as the Court may think just, and the High 
Court may make such orders as appear to the 
court necessary or proper for carrying into effect 
the order for such trial. 

Limitation of time for prosecution of offence.

In a county a number of clerks and messengers 
not exceeding in number one clerk and one 
messenger for each polling district in the 
county, or where the number of electors in a 
polling district exceeds five hundred one clerk 
and one messenger for every complete five 
hundred electors in the polling district, and if 
there is a number of electors over and above 
any complete five hundred or complete five 
hundreds of electors, then one clerk and one 
messenger may be employed for such number, 
although not amounting to a complete five 
hundred: Provided always, that the number 
of clerks and messengers so allowed in any 
county may be employed in any polling dis- 
trict where their services may be required. 

(7.) Any such paid election agent, sub-agent, polling 
agent, clerk, and messenger may or may not 
be an elector, but may not vote. 

(8.) In the case of the boroughs of East Retford, 
Shoreham, Cricklade, Much Wenlock, and
